The importance of excellent "diplo- 


matic representation cannot be exag- 
gerated. Troubles of the most serious 
nature may be averted by a trained, 
able man, where another might floun- 
der along to such an extent that hi? 
nation would be embroiled in 
difficulties as' a result. As a notable 
example, it is beyond imagination to 
calculate rbe tremendous good done to 
the United States by Benjamin Frank 
l:u. 
As American envoy to France 


when this country was a fledgling na 
lion, urgently in need of the friendship 
and regard of the older and more pow 
erful countries, Franklin single hand 
ed won this esteem for 
his Govern 


ment. 


Cost of a Missing Word 


A single instance will serve to show 


the great 
importance 
of diplomatic 


work of the highest .character. In the 
negotiations over the Panama Canal 
which resulted in the agreement be- 
tween England and the United States 
regarding 
ship tolls, known as the 


Hny-Pauncefotc treaty, a single word 
gave rise later to all of the troubles 
which have filled the newspapers. 


The treaty ns it was drawn by Lord 


Pauncefote. representing Great Brit- 
ain, and Secretary of State Hay, pro- 
vided that "all nations" should pay 
tolls at ihe same rate. Later when 
it was planned to let American ships 
pass through the Canal at less cost 
than foreign vessels. England protest- 
ed vigorously, calling attention to the
